Built in Glasgow, Scotland 
in the mid-Nineteen Twenties, then 
knocked down and shipped to San 
Francisco to be reconstructed, the 
Queen and her sister ship, the 
Delta King, were in service be- 
tween San Francisco and Sacra- 
mento until the early Forties. Dur- 
ing World War II, they both 
served as ferries in San Francisco 
Bay carrying Navy personnel. Aft- 
er they were “mustered out” of the 
service, the Coast Guard put them 
up for sale. The Delta Queen was 
purchased by the Greene Line in 
1946, To buy her was one thing. 
To get her to Cincinnati was an- 
other. Flat-hottomed paddle-wheel 
hoats are not geared for long trips 
on the open sea, let alone going 
through the Panama Canal and up 
the Gulf. The story of towing the 
Delta Queen 5,000 miles in open 
water and through the Panama 
Canal to New Orleans and eventu- 
ally up the Mississippi to Cincin- 
nati is the subject of a fascinating 
book, “The Saga of the Delta 
Queen," by Captain Frederick 
Way, a well-known river pilot who 
accompanied the Queen on the 
long trip from the West Coast to 
drydock in New Orleans. 


What is she like? 


According to the travel folders, the 
Delta Queen is the largest and 
most luxurious of any stern-wheel- 
er. The boat is air-conditioned (a 
boon to summer travelers) and has

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Passengers are warned to fill 
pitchers from the fountains con- 
veniently located throughout the 
ship. More than half of us could 
never remember to do this. It was 
hilarious to catch a glimpse of 
coated passengers, pajama legs 
showing, pretending not to notice 
one another as they slunk along 
the decks, pitchers in hand. 

The staterooms are simply 
furnished, but very comfortable 
and beautifully maintained. Many 
have private baths.

Beauty, we are told, is in the eye of the beholder. But your eye having registered the 
presence of beauty, what then? Do you weigh and measure it, hoard it, share it, or simply 
check it off and go about your business? 

To some people, beauty is a matter for judgment. Their taste appears impeccable, 
their discrimination lethally sharp. They look at every object in the world around them 
and tell you precisely and with intimidating authority which is ugly, which is beautiful 
and why. But when one day you are honored with an invitation to their home, you are 
perplexed, disillusioned, possibly appalled. The beauty you had been led to expect is inex- 
plicably absent. These arbiters, it appears, can take their beauty or leave it. 

To others, beauty is something to be possessed. Blessed with lusty pocketbooks, 
they buy and buy. Their china cupboards and their linen closets are crammed with 
beautiful objects, excellent of design, luxurious of material, marked by superb crafts- 
manship. When you visit their houses, you may be permitted to admire their newest 
acquisitions. But if you ask for a drink of water, it comes in a glass that looks for all 
the world as if it once held jam. The family dinner table is set, as if by automation, with 
nondescript knives, forks and dishes that shuttle endlessly from dishwasher to table and 
back.When someone in the family wants a snack, he eats it out of hand, out of the pack- 
age, out of the cupboard. Meanwhile the hand-carved trays rest undisturbed in their 
cubbyholes and the silver sleeps on in its nontarnish wraps. 

Of quite a different breed are those who believe with George Santayana that “beauty 
is pleasure, regarded as the quality of a thing.” For them, beauty is to be enjoyed, beau- 
tiful objects to be used. In their houses there is no best nor second best. Grandmother’s 
Spode is just as likely to turn up on the family breakfast table as at a dinner party. A 
sparkling crystal goblet brings the bedtime ration of milk. Bright zinnias in a silver cup 
deck the luncheon-for-one tray—the bathroom counter, too.

“We aim to make each party individual,” say the Jack Bakers, “with different decorations 


and different food, so that it's a new experience for everyone—something that's a treat." 
A couple with talent and imagination who live in Santa Barbara, Calif., the Bakers usual- 
ly plan a party—as distinct from having a few friends come in for cocktails or dinner— 
for an occasion, someone's birthday, perhaps, or a visit from an out-of-town museum di- 
rector. The somewhat unorthodox inspiration for their last party was their own impend- 
ing departure for a three-month trip around the world. With all the business of getting 
themselves and their three young children ready for such a trip, they reasoned, it would 
be more fun and less frantic to invite all their friends to one big party rather than at- 
tempt to fit into an already hectic schedule the score of individual parties which many of 
their friends had suggested giving for them. 

In the family division of labor the party decorations are the province of the host. 
Mr. Baker, a painter with a rapidly growing following and an art instructor in the Santa 
Barbara high school, has firm ideas on the subject. "I think that any decorations, par- 
ticularly when you have more than twenty people, have to be overscale. You've got to 
go big and you've got to go high and you've got to hit hard, if they are going to be seen 
over the milling crowd." He gets his big effects with color, size and simple materials like 
paint, paper, felt and fabric scraps. For the bon-voyage party, even the invitations were 
overscale: tissue-paper collage folios roughly the size of a telephone book. In fact, one of 
the recipients, Dame Judith Anderson, promptly put hers to use as a cover for her tele- 
phone book. The principal decorations, however, were a block of brilliant banners made 
of felt, fabric cutouts and cotton yarn that stood over 7 feet tall. An enormous banner 
marked the hard-to-find turn to the driveway, and the guests made their entrance 
through an S-curve of banners lining the walk and terrace. 

Asked about the time required to make so many banners, Mr. Baker confessed to a 
secret weapon: his students. *My parties have a tendency to turn into class projects." 
And the projects demonstrate his belief that arts and crafts should be a part of life, to 
be used and lived with, to serve you and to be shared with others. Students made all the 
banners for the bon-voyage party, except for the one he made as an example, and they 
made the dining room tablecloth. In addition, several of them made decorations at home 
and brought them as gifts—papier-máché birds, an elaborate papier-máché compote 
which the Bakers piled with cookies, butterflies for the flower arrangements. At five 
o'clock on the evening of the party, when the decorations were in place, all the students 


were asked to come and see how their work had been used. (Continued )

In view of the increasing num- 
bers of foreign visitors to the U. S., H&G has asked Mrs. Tree to clear 
up some of the perplexities that often beset Americans when they want 


to make guests from other lands and other cultures feel at home. 


few years ago a cousin of mine confided that the first French 

girl he had ever met swept him off his feet. Since then, 

France has always been for him a country of wonder, of 

romance and of small brunettes. I remembered this at my first 
United Nations dinner party. Since I had never been to the country of 
my dinner partner, the gallant Ambassador did not merely come 
from Ecuador, for me he was Ecuador—just as for him I probably 
represented a good deal more than my fair share of American 
womanhood. It made me realize that so often the image of America 
abroad is created not only by statesmen and by events, but by all 
the Americans whom foreigners meet. 


In Hebrews (XIII) it is written “Be not forgetful to entertain 
8 


rangers, for thereby some have entertained angels unawares.” Hap- 


pily for Americans, hospitality is an old and powerful tradition in 
our country. It grew not out of charity, but necessity. For the pioneers 
living in isolated frontier settlements, a visitor was a source of help 
against common dangers, and of news of the world beyond their 
horizons. Although our foreign visitors no longer come in sailing 
ships or covered wagons, they travel not merely hundreds, but thou- 


sands, of miles, and they come at great cost, for travel is still relatively 


more expensive for foreigners than for us. 
The United States is a vast and bewildering continent. There 
are almost no facilities for the foreign guest—information centers, 


rual hotel clerks—such as Americans

cities, including cosmopolitan New York, might well seem to be glass 


for granted abroad. If the visitor speaks no English, our big 


and concrete wildernesses. During my first few weeks at the United 
Nations, a French-speaking diplomat telephoned me an hour after the 


luncheon I was giving for him had begun.

Be certain that your guests know where you live and 


foreigner 
that they have a foolproof means of transportation to your door. If 
you can't pick them up yourself, give them very precise directions. 


The white-house-just-off-that-big-highway-you'll-see school of de- 


scription just won't do. 

In Asia, Africa and Latin America, entertaining is casual. If you 
ask a recently arrived Ghanaian for dinner at 7:00, he may well turn 
up at 10:30 with his children and a cousin or two. But by outlining 
the program of the evening to him ahead of time, you can avoid hurt 
feelings on either side. In any case, invitations should be as personal 
as possible—a telephone call followed by a note or card of reminder. 

It is a good idea to keep clearly in mind what the purpose of 
the evening is. Most U.N. parties are given to provide opportuni- 
ties for the delegates to meet and discuss common problems infor- 
mally. Sometimes I invite my colleagues to dinner in order to find 


out about their country or to inform them about a policy decision 


visitors from abroad - 


our government has taken. At other times I entertain in honor of a 
visiting foreign dignitary or friend. Whether or not the purpose of 
the evening is allied to work, small parties are preferable to large 
ones. Mrs. Roosevelt taught me that small parties make easier a real 
exchange of ideas and enable the guests to come to know each other 
better. Гуе found this is just as true in private entertaining. 

Today Americans have a reputation for hospitality for the very 
simple but significant reason that they invite guests into their homes. 
In Asia, Africa and even Europe, the home is a sanctuary. It is the 
most intimate place in the life of the family, and to be taken there is 
a sign of confidence and friendship. When I have foreign guests, I 
make it a point to have several members of my family on hand to 
mect them. The men as well as the women are interested in talking 
to children—first, because they genuinely like children and second, 
because it is a means of understanding the basic similarities and dif- 
ferences between the nationalities. Among the most fascinating for- 
eigners I have met were the children from many countries who helped 
me to do a television program last year for the U.N. 

Gradually, by experience, I have learned that in planning par- 
ties for foreign visitors there are certain principles—elastic ones, 
but none the less principles—to be kept in mind. First of all, “foreign- 
ers” is not a category like “bridge-players,” “lawyers” or “abstract 
expressionists.” Foreigners come in all varieties and they don’t neces- 
sarily like each other. There is no reason why, for instance, an Ar- 
gentinian beef baron, a Japanese trades unionist and a Swiss ski 
champion should get along. When I am abroad, I shrink at the words, 
“You must know him, he’s an American, too.” The gentleman I am 
then introduced to may well turn out to be a Brazilian who speaks 
only Portuguese. If your guests have a common language, a common 
profession or common interests, the likelihood of prolonged, chilly 
silences will be more remote. At U.N. parties, where there are often 
many language groups represented, hostesses must throw protocol 
to the winds and seat the Byelorussian delegate next to his aide if 
there is no other Russian speaker in the room. That is only common 
sense, since most people are indifferent artists on the tablecloth. Of 
course, a talent for charades could be an invaluable asset to the lady 
on the Byelorussian's other side. 

Secondly, it is a good idea to choose carefully the Americans 
you invite to meet your foreign guests, They should be as eager to 
communicate with your visitors as you are yourself—again, because 
of a common language, a common profession or common interests. 
There is no worse feeling for a stranger than that of being talked 
around. 

At her dinner parties Mrs. Roosevelt used to serve the most 
American of food—corn on the cob, fish chowder, gingerbread with 
applesauce. Her idea was that you should serve what you cook best 
rather than a pallid international cuisine or the native dishes of one's 
foreign guests. At the same time, she thought it a basic courtesy to 
observe her guests’ dietary restrictions. If you are unsure whether 
your guest is a Hindu, a Moslem or a schismatic Zoroastrian, there 
is a short rule of thumb: don't serve pork, beef or shellfish. Fish, 
chicken and lamb are usually safe for any nonvegetarians. I find 
that foreigners love sweet desserts and/or cheese. Their diets are less 
strict than ours in this respect. As most foreign women and many 
foreign men don’t drink alcohol, it is well to have a lot of fruit juice 
on hand. 

Once these details are taken care of, the rest should be easy. 
There will be no problem of what to talk about—or what not to talk 


about—if you just keep asking questions. Even diplomats have no 
need to pretend knowledge about their guest's country. The simplest 
of questions generally elicit the frankest and most interesting an- 
swers. I like to ask about my guests’ childhood. For example, many 
of the Africans who come to the United States to work or study are 
the sons of chiefs who rule their villages according to tribal law. 
The future of African politics is bound up in the relationship of these 
Harvard, Oxford and Sorbonne graduates to the traditional back- 
grounds of their childhood. Most foreigners are delighted to answer 
any question about their country because to them you are repre- 
sentative of the United States and they are ambassadors from their 
country to your house. 

One caution—watch your American idiom; it may confuse your 
guests. On the way to the theatre one evening with a party of U.N. 
delegates I said to the Middle Eastern Ambassador on my left, “Would 
you give me the time?” “Certainly,” he replied. He unstrapped his 
expensive paper-thin gold watch from his wrist and gave it to me 
with a smile. My embarrassed apologies were not sufficient to redeem 
the insult I paid him by “giving back the time.” 

st foreigners view the American Female somewhat dubi- 

ously. To them we are Thurber women—predatory crea- 

tures who dominate our husbands and strike terror into 
the hearts of strangers with our direct questions and direct stares, 
To persuade them that we belong to the feminine species requires a 
certain circumspection. It is wise for a woman to be a bit formal, 
for instance, and to avoid using a guest’s first name until he has 
asked her to. On the other hand, there is no need to leave your 
guests in the Quaker meeting formation they may tend to assume. 
Both men and women are flattered and pleased if someone of the 
opposite sex shows an interest in talking to them. 

U.N. delegates and, I am sure, most foreigners who are in this 
country for a short time also enjoy organized entertainment of the 
sort which does not depend too heavily on their knowledge of English 
or of the United States. In general it is better to take them to concerts 
or musicals rather than to plays. Most of them enjoy events which are 
peculiar to this country, such as county fairs or Fourth of July pa- 
rades. Africans and Latin Americans love to dance—either at home 
or at the newest discothéque. 

While organization is good over short periods of time, it should 
not be insistent and burdensome. Dread is the weekend so ordered 
like a military campaign that the only uncertainty is whether the 
guest or the hostess will be the first to surrender to exhaustion. The 
foreign visitor is a delicate creature, for he is under the strain of 
having to sight-see in one way or another every waking minute of his 
day. He may want to read inscriptions on monuments or walk through 
an automobile factory, but then again, he may not. 

A sure way to pamper a departing guest is to pass him on to 
one or two carefully chosen friends in each of the places he will visit. 
Confronted by a long list of people I have been offhandedly advised 
to call in a strange city, I tend to sit helplessly in my hotel room. But 
when I know a note has been written in advance, I can be confident 
of a friendly reception. 

As for presents, they should be small and unobtainable else- 
where. I find that even my English friends are fascinated by our 
succession of new gadgets for opening and closing things. 

Despite these stage directions, entertaining foreigners is not 
like producing “Aida” in the backyard, It is simple if you plan for 
your visitor what you enjoy doing yourself. Enjoyment is infectious. 


iplomatic entertaining may be less lavish now 
than in the days of Talleyrand (who re- 
marked that a good chef was of more im- 
portance on a diplomatic mission than a 
portfolio of papers), but it is no less vital in 
establishing and maintaining an entente cordiale. It also 
provides an opportunity for the representatives of wine- 
producing countries like the l nited States to introduce 


their foreign guests to the vins du pays. H&G, having re- 


corded in August, 1962 the replacement of the wine cellar 
by its modern space-saving counterpart, the wine wall 
(with the bottles housed in racks or units in a closet or 
hallway), was interested to hear that the wine wall had 
achieved diplomatic status. A selection of wines repre- 
senting the cream of California's wine crop has been pre- 
sented by Governor Brown to Adlai E. Stevenson, U.S. 
Ambassador to the United Nations, and recently installed 
in a closet of the large Waldorf Towers apartment where 
Mr. Stevenson does the bulk of his official entertaining. 
Large-scale cocktail receptions and dances are held in 
the penthouse of the U. S. Mission to the U.N., but lunch- 
eons and dinners for up to forty guests are given in the 
more relaxed atmosphere of this apartment high above 
Manhattan. The flow of guests—colleagues, friends, 
U.N. delegates, visiting heads of state—is constant, espe- 
cially in the first hectic weeks after the Assembly con- 
venes. Guest lists are prepared and invitations sent out 
two weeks ahead and the final list, seating plan and a 
choice of three menus submitted to Ambassador Steven- 
son by his Chief of Protocol, Rosemary Spencer. A man 
of definite tastes in wine and food (he keeps a deep-freeze 
in the kitchen stocked with lamb and game from his Illi- 
nois farm, often has fresh vegetables flown in), Mr. Stev- 
enson okays one menu, frequently suggesting a substitute 
vegetable or entrée.

AKE-HOME IDEAS BY 
THE GARDENFUL 


World’s Fair 
visitors 
uncovered a 
bonanza in 

one well-crowded 
acre of 

New York 
meadowland 
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every time you turned around at the New York World’s 
Fair last summer somebody was passing a miracle, unfolding a marvel or taking 
dead aim at day-after-tomorrow. But for simple, practical, imaginative ideas to 
take home with you and put to immediate use, few exhibits compare with the 
Julimar Farm acre of well-planned gardens, In one co-ordinated landscape 
scheme at least half-a-dozen major small garden plans are displayed—each one 
full formed, revealing impeccable attention to st ructural detail and a fine under- 
standing of the use of good plants. It is unlikely that any one home site could 


or would benefit from all the ideas thus assembled. But almost any one of these 


formally designated garden areas—most of which appear on these pages—can 
be agreeably adapted to a small home landscape. Where an entire garden scheme 


and structural details can be 


may not be applicable, many individual landscaping 


borrowed to solve problems relating to walks, steps, paths, water gardens, fenc 


turf, edgings, terraces, walls, summer houses and basic grading. 


g 

The shaping of the earth itself is especially imaginative and skillful—not 
just because the whole area was once a swamp barely above brackish tide level, 
but because the surface has been manipulated like sculpture. Sweeping mounds 
and berms were created to help enclose the property, to form elev ted plant beds— 
actually, pedestals for plants—and to provide a sense of distance and perspective 
that few acre lots normally enjoy. The plants themselves are an exceptionally 
fine lot. (Detailed on page 306, the list reads like a Who's Who of landscape 
plants.) They were well chosen in the first place, and well installed in the second. 
Intrinsically, they are of first quality (although some replacements have been 
necessary because of the subsurface drainage problems of the Fair site itself). 


The entire site was planned by Edward D. Stone Jr. landscape architect. 


Each of the garden areas, left 
and opposite page, is separately 
adaptable to home use. Each, 
although meticulously planned, is 
essentially simple to plant and 
maintain in temperate zones. 

1. First of three related and 
adjacent parterres, dubbed 
collectively by the sponsors the 
Renaissance Garden, is an 
extremely simple and effective 
arrangement of fountain, pool, 
brick paving and marble chips. 
Four boxwoods mark the corners; 
other box trims the bed edges. 
2. A terrace that is meant to 

be looked at rather than sat on— 
a rarity in landscapes today— 
forms the center of the triple 
Renaissance Garden. Always inviting, 
it need not be populated to be 


enjoyed (although there is no rule 


ainst placing furniture on the 
brick paving). Four rowan trees 
shade square beds planted 

with replaceable pansies. 

3. Spiral topiary yews and a 
boxwood globe form the third 
parterre, balancing the design. 
4, The large informal open area 
that occupies nearly half the total 
acre contains a variety of usefu 
gurden ideas -winding walks, a ter- 
race, random stone paving, a number 
of raised mounds luxuriantly planted 
and a meandering stream which has 

a small waterfall at one point (but 


no beginning and no end). Two 


bridges grace the stream without 


overwhelming it. The whole expanse, 


for all its variety and detail, appears 
restful and uncluttered. 

5, Raised brick beds featuring 
many herbs and variegated foliage 
plants suggest possibilities for 
making even the smallest garden 
permanently attractive to look 

at and easy to maintain in 

all weathers and seasons. 

6. Of all shapes for a small 
reflecting pool, an oval seems the 
least trite and at the same time 
the most graceful. Here the pool

A landscape designer’s There is no substitute for a good plan, well thought out and well executed, whether in 
an international exposition or a neighborhood backyard, The plan of the dream land- 


tour de force is scape, above, is no exception. Compressed into a once miasmic acre of New York's 
Flushing Meadow, it is a never-never project, but it has been carried out in eminently 
a rich treasury of practical ways. Usability is a vital part of every decorative element in the design, so 
the project is a real bonanza for homeowners who have a few thousand—or a few 
details for hundred—square feet to develop for family use and enjoyment. Naturally, as the set- 
ting for a public exhibit with only one entrance, the over-all plan must provide for a 
small gardens far greater traffic flow than any home garden is likely to involve. And the diversity 
of design elements is certainly greater than most homeowners would either require or 
everywhere want, But in one combination or another, the smaller plans-within-the-plan invite home 


site adaptation. Not only is the basic design imaginative—whether it involves interpre- 
tation of classic landscape themes or the freewheeling use of odd bits of space and 
expedient upheavals of grade—but the construction methods and materials have been 
carefully selected to assure permanence as well as attractiveness. Some of the most 
important construction techniques, opposite page, were used for details located by 
numbers on the plan. 

The specific applications of the ideas incorporated in this exhibit garden are as 
varied as building sites because the ideas themselves serve widely prevailing (if not 
actually universal) needs. Steps of one kind or another, walls, paths, uses of water, 
devices and patterns for the display of fine flowers and landscape plants, even bridges 
and barnyards, are appropriate to innumerable home settings. And whether the 
final result is designed for the use and enjoyment of thousands or simply the pri-

Mr. Thrower is the president of a manufacturing firm frequently 
visited by businessmen from all over the country, and twice a year 
the Throwers uphold the reputation of Southern hospitality with a 
series of evening open houses. “My husband just passes the word 
around and I never know how many are coming,” Mrs. Thrower says 
with enviable calm. “It might be fifty or it might be a hundred.” 

The propinquity of the Sedgefield Country Club golf course offers 
another incentive for large parties. The Throwers’ living room and 
its big terrace look out through widely spaced oaks, maples and dog- 
wood on the ninth fairway—a marvelous convenience for Mr. Thrower 
who is an active golfer. And when the Greensboro Golf Open comes 
around each year, the Throwers give a champagne brunch for a 
crowd that usually numbers 150. On any of these large occasions, 
buffets are set up in the family room and in the dining room which 
can seat twelve at formal dinners, and Mrs. Thrower calls in three 
extra helpers to supplement her regular maid. 

Even when filled with people, the house is always comfortable 
since it is completely air conditioned, winter and summer, and the air 
is changed constantly by electronic filters. Setting the rooms in 
order before or after parties is reduced to a minimum by the pre- 
valence of low-upkeep materials: brick and vertical boarding for the

Like the rest of the house, the kitchen was planned to serve the needs of two 
or three as efficiently as the demands of many. It is not so cavernous that steps 
are wasted, but it is large enough for several people to work in without crowding 
and well equipped to manage the feeding of big numbers. Its location in the house 
makes it equally convenient for serving luncheon in the family room, hors 
d'oeuvres in the living room or dinner in the dining room. 

Near one of the two front doors, there is a full-time powder room. In addi- 


tion, one section of the double bathroom adjoining the master bedroom can be 


turned into a second powder room by closing the door dividing it from the dress- 


ing room, since its other door opens to a main hall. There is also plenty of room— 
and privacy—for overnight as well as party company. The two guest rooms each 
have a dressing table-lavatory, and they share a connecting bathroom. 

All of the rooms are furnished with a pleasant variety of contemporary de- 
signs in a variety of materials—wood, metal, iabric, leather—none of which 
appear to have been chosen for a heavy-duty life. Yet when the Throwers’ two 


granddaughters and five grandsons (ranging downward from 7 years to crawling 


age) come to visit, the furniture undergoes rough-and-tumble treatment that match- 


es anything a home with still growing children—but fewer parties—could offer. 


he sunny family room for informal meals and the openly 
adjacent kitchen are both intrinsic to the smoothly run 
ning hospitality of the house. The kitchen was designed 
to serve small or large numbers with equal efficiency, and 
its walnut-circled elegance often lures visitors 
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The Throwers use their family room for 
dining alone, for two- or three-couple 
dinners and during larger parties, as an 
extra buffet center where guests chat 
around the welcoming circle of table and 
chairs.

A great feeling of spaciousness and airiness is packed into the modest dimensions of the house. 
From the front door, the three entertaining areas—the outdoor court, 1, the living room, 2, 
the dining room and its terrace, 3—as well as glimpses of the scenery beyond are immediately 
visible through the court's glass walls. Since the site slopes slightly downward on the liv- 
ing-dining side, the floors are lower there, and the rooms taller, although the roof remains 
at the same level.

For summer cocktail parties, a buffet is set up 
in the dining room and guests circulate freely between terrace and court. In 
spring and fall, drinks are served around the court fireplace as a prelude to 
seated dinners indoors for eight or ten. In winter, the living room comes into its 
own as a place where company can observe the elements from a position of cozy 
shelter. Dinner guests at that time of year are limited, as a rule, to the dining 
table's maximum of ten. 

Although the living room and dining room are open to each other and much 
of the house is walled in glass, the need for privacy has been respected where it 
should be. The house is set back over 35 feet from the sidewalk and cut off from 
sidewalk view by the carport, workshop and fence. The hall leading from the front 
door. past the guest room to the master bedroom has a solid wall on the side 
opposite the court, and the bedroom windows are considerably smaller than those 


of the living room. The court itself is an oasis of seclusion in an urban setti 


which makes it doubly enchanting as a background for Mrs. Freesz’ hospitality. 


The Freesz’ living room has an intimate 
quality that immediately puts guests at ease. 
Whenever there is company, it is used—some- 
times more, sometimes less, depending on the 
season. The lakeview window, extended at 
each corner by one glass panel in the adjoin- 
ing wall, makes the room seem considerably 
larger than it is. The cedar boarding of the 
ceiling is similar to that used vertically on 
the exterior of the house, and the variegated 
brick of the fireplace is the same as that on 


the exterior of the chimney. A bookcase is

HOW YOU CAN PLAY

The essential challenge you face when you set out to furnish a room 
is the allocation and shaping of space. In many new houses and 
newly built apartments, devoid as they so often are of architectural 
distinction, this challenge may seem intensified by the lack of fire- 
places, paneling or handsome windows to serve as guidelines. Yet, 
totally neuter space often lends itself to a greater variety of livable 
and interesting arrangements than you might imagine. Even if it 
offers no help, it is apt to pose fewer hurdles to a strictly personal 
and individual solution. 

Starting here is a concrete demonstration of the surprisingly 
different uses to which you can put three plain unadorned spaces. 
The first is a room, 12 by 1815 feet, with a broad window at one end, 
typical of the larger bedrooms in many modern apartments. You will 
see how successfully it can also become a sitting room, a dining room 
or (on page 297) a private castle for a teen-age boy. 

At one end of this room is our second space, a large walk-in 
closet, which might of necessity be pre-empted for wholly utilitarian 
storage. But even when storage space is of the essence, a few feet of 
closet may often be borrowed to great adv antage for another purpose. 

The third and largest space is a room 124% by almost 23 feet 
with a wall-to-wall window at one end. At first glance it suggests a 
living room, but depending upon its location, it might also serve as 
a bedroom or as a living room with an unexpected plus. 

Designers John and Earline Brice, who were responsible for all 
three of these series of variations-on-space, planned each room to 
meet the needs and tastes of a specific, although hypothetical, family, 
and they achieved their objectives by a variety of means. In some 
cases they reshaped the space with nonstructural partitions. In other 
cases they reshaped it visually by painting one or two walls in HaG 
Colors or by the canny use of Cabin Crafts rugs. Fabric—a variety of 
prints, sheers and upholstery weaves, all of Celanese Contemporary 
Fibers—performs a telling role not only in the character of each 


room, but sometimes in its proportions. The personal tastes of each 


family are indicated by paintings from the Bertha Schaefer Gallery.

ried Fruit and Nut 
Cook Boo 


By Jarnes A. Beard 


Dried fruits and nuts have left their mark on the cooking of practically every country in the world. In the 
days before canning and freezing. these were among the few foods that could be counted on to keep. Prunes 
and other dried fruits have always figured in the cuisine of cold northern lands. from soups to desserts. 
Raisins, dates and figs, pine and pistachio nuts abound in the hot countries bordering the Mediterranean. 
The Chinese married walnuts to chicken. the Southeast Asians exalted the peanut. The Spaniards adopted 
the almond from the Moors and introduced it to their American conquests in the New World, where they 
found the native American pecan. close cousin to the English walnut. The climates of the United States are 
kind to fruit- and nut-bearing trees. California produces superb raisins and prunes, almonds and walnuts: 
in Hawaii, the incomparable Macadamia nut flourishes. In the supermarkets of every city are nuts and fruits 
in abundance. (For the widest selection of dried fruits, look in Jewish delicatessens and other shops that 
specialize in them.) You can buy nuts in or out of the shell, whole or sliced, and California now supplies 
ready-ground almonds. Nuts are so varied in flavor and have so many roles in cooking that it is a shame 
to regard them only as tasty morsels for cocktail munching or ingredients for cakes and cookies. Try the 
pungent black walnut as a coating for fish or in homemade bread, the succulent pine nut in stuffings, pista- 
chios in mayonnaise or Macadamia nuts ground in ice cream, whole in a salad or as a curry accompaniment. 
The delicate filbert (the domesticated version of the wild hazelnut) can successfully substitute for almonds 
in macaroons or cake recipes or add crisp crunchiness to an exotic lamb ragout. The almond itself, finely 
ground, gives a cream sauce for chicken or a cold soup like gazpacho the utmost suavity. One of the delights 


of these oldest of foods is their adaptability, which positively cries out for the cook’s creative imagination. 


Ways to use dried 
fruits 


Dried fruits do not have a long shelf age. They 
should be bought as needed. If you do store them 
in your kitchen, keep them airtight. To prepare 
them, soak them first for several hours if they 
are quite dry, then follow directions on the pack- 
age or container, Or, cover with water and bring 
to a boil, add sugar to taste and cook for 5-10 
minutes, or until they are tender but not mushy. 
Slices of lemon or a touch of vanilla in the liquid 
makes them more delicious. 

You may poach several different kinds of 
fruits together if you wish and combine them 
with kirsch or cognac for a compote which may 
be served either hot or cold. 

Dates may be seeded and then stuffed with 
nuts of various kinds, with fondant or with 
chopped dates. Roll in powdered sugar and serve 
as a sweet after a rather heavy dinner, or as a 
snack for late evening. 


Soaked Prunes and Apricots

Soak prunes and apri 
jars—the prunes, pitted or unpitted, marinated 
in sherry or Madeira; the apricots in sherry. 
You will find a great many uses for them. Give 
them a week's soaking before use and replenish 
the jars before they are completely empty. You 
can serve soaked prunes plain as a simple dessert 
or with the addition of heavy cream or whipped 


cream. Serve the soaked apricots with a sprink- 
ling of chopped pistachio nuts or as an accom- 


paniment to curry.

Keep a small jar with a ground glass stopper 
filled with raisins in cognac ready for adding to 
baked dishes. They are also excellent with fruit

Soaked Dates 


Place dates in a jar and cover with cognac or 
Armagnac. Seal the jar or make it airtight and 
let dates soak for two weeks before using.

Broiled Stuffed Dates 


Stuff dates with either nut meats or cheese and 
wrap with partially cooked bacon. Broil until 
bacon is crisp. Serve at once. 


Broiled Stuffed Prunes 


18 pitted prunes, soaked 

18 toasted walnut halves, lightly salted, 
or 36 salted pecan halves 

18 partially cooked strips of bacon 


Drain soaked prunes on absorbent paper. Stuff 
each one with a walnut half or two pecan halves. 
Wrap with partially cooked bacon and secure 
with a toothpick. Broil about 6” from the broil- 
ing unit until the bacon is crisp and the prunes 
heated through. You may vary this by placing 
a layer of cream cheese between the pecan halves 
before stuffing the prunes. 


Broiled Stuffed Figs 


Soak dried figs in sherry or port for 36 hours. 
Split and fill with nuts or cream cheese or a 
combination of the two. Or stuff with a very 
ripe Cheddar, Wrap with partially cooked bacon 
strips and secure with a toothpick. Broil until 
the bacon is crisp and figs are heated through,

This is a version of the popular Provençal 
hors d'oeuvre from Austin de Croze's delightful 
book “What to Eat and Drink in France." It

Cut bottom and top (i.e. the flaps) off the carton, using utility 
knife in sawing motion. On one 24% inch side, which will be 
the rear of the stage, remove a piece 12 inches deep from the 
top. Cut each 19-inch side in half vertically and then hinge 
the two pieces together again with masking tape, both inside 
and outside the seam, so that the sides will fold in when theatre 
is stored. On the front of the theatre, measure 8 inches up from 
bottom and 3 inches in from each side and make pencil marks. 
Then measure 13% inches down from top and 6 inches in from 
each side and make two more dots with pencil. Connect these 
four dots and remove the piece in the center, which will leave 
you with an opening the shape of a trapezoid for your stage. 
For your stage floor and apron, cut a piece of corrugated 
cardboard 21 inches by 24% inches. To shape the stage apron, 
measure 3 inches in from each end along one 2415-inch side and 
make pencil marks. Mark a 2-inch square at each corner of the 
same side. Make a diagonal line from the inner corner of each 
square to each 3-inch mark. Now cut out these two corner wedge 
shapes you have drawn, to form the stage apron. Cover stage 
floor with black felt and hinge it to inside back of stage 8 inches 
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from bottom with masking tape, so that it will fold up flat inside 
the back of the stage when you fold the theatre for storage. 

Paste felt over the outside of the theatre and draw stripes 
on it with crayons in three colors. A neat trick for striping is 
to select three crayons in the color combination you like, hold 
them parallel in one hand like the teeth of a comb, and, using a 
yardstick as a ruler, draw stripes in downward strokes. 

You may decorate the front of your theatre any way you 
like. H&G's theatre was made to look like the entrance to a Big 
Top by pasting on burlap cut to look like a circus tent. The 
inside of the theatre is sheathed in black peel-and-stick paper. 

Cut curtain fabric into two pieces 30 inches by 36 inches. 
Make a narrow hem along 36-inch sides of each piece. Make 
5-inch hems at one end of each, through which to slide curtain 
rod. Backdrops may be made of construction paper, with scenes 
drawn in crayon. Staple the backdrops to thin flat strips of 
wood 23 inches long. Screw in the 1-inch hooks so that the 
wood strips can be hooked over curtain rod. 

Make holes for the curtain rods at both sides of stage with 
awl as follows: Make holes for front rod 1 inch in from front 
of stage and 9% inches down from top. Slip curtains on rod: 
insert rod in holes and measure depth of hem necessary at bot- 
tom to let curtain barely clear floor of stage. For three backdrop 
rods, make holes 2, 4 and 6 inches in from back of stage and 
8 inches down from top. 

For your stage lights, first prepare a reflector to fit inside 
and above the proscenium. Use silverfoil-covered paper 12 
inches wide by 30 inches long. Fold the paper down one-third 
lengthwise. Fold in 1 inch at each end. Raise folded sections 
until vertical; shape box corners and staple. Place shaped re- 
flector inside front of stage at top (see sketch, opposite page). 
Pin in place with single-prong curtain hooks near corners and at 
center. Drape a string of Christmas tree lights over the hooks, 
folding back and forth several times, to make a battery of lights.

Ivy-leaf geraniums (pelargoni- 
ums) may be similarly rested, cut 
back and rejuvenated, as well as 
used as a source for cuttings and 
new plants. (In case you wonder 
what to do with all the new plants 
you produce, put them in small 
pots and give them away to visi- 
tors, They will make a bigger hit 
than John D. Rockefeller's dimes. ) 

As for the baskets themselves, 
do not, in any case, leave them out- 
doors during the winter. Metal 
ones will rust; others may be 
broken or cracked. And if you 
have taken the trouble to line your 
baskets with sheet moss, and if 
the moss is still in good condition, 
simply fill with spare earth the 
hole left when you took out the 
plants, hang the basket in a corner 
of the basement or garage, and 
water it occasionally to keep the 
moss springy and tight. 


Book note. Garrett Eckbo's 
“Urban Landscape Design" (Me- 
Graw-Hill, $16.50) is perhaps not 
a book for the casual gardener or 
homeowner. But it is a profound 
analysis of the principles basic to 
landscape design, particularly as 
they apply to the increasing ur- 
banization of our landscape. Any- 
one concerned by urban blight and 
suburban sprawl will find here 
both a frightening picture of the 
ugliness and destruction. around 
us and an encouraging view of fu- 
ture possibilities for a world of 
sanity, beauty and health. 


Third weekend 


Witchhazels. There are four 
species of the genus hamamelis, 
and all of them are well worth in- 
clusion in home landscapes that 
can make room for a patch of light 
woodland or an extensive shrub- 
bery border. The witehhazels are 
unique, perhaps, in that they all 
have gold-to-ocher autumn foliage 
and that all have late autumn-to- 
late-winter or early-spring flowers. 
Chinese witchhazel (H. mollis) is 
a sizable shrub with airy roundish 
leaves that turn golden in autumn 
and clear yellow tassel-like flow- 
ers produced toward the tag-end 
of winter. It is the most graceful 
and attractive of the four species 
for small landscapes. 

Similar in size (the almost 
tree-like height of 12 feet or so) 
is H. japonica, with bright orange 
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autumn leaves and small yellow 
flowers in late winter. It is slightly 
less agreeable (if that is the word) 
than mollis. Smaller and usually 
producing less showy but fragrant 
flowers, H. virginiana blooms in 
late autumn and И. vernalis usual- 
ly before March. All four species 
(and a few specially designated 
varieties you may find in some 
nurseries) are hardy in southern 
New England, Ohio, southern Mli- 
nois and the Ozarks, to list a more 
or less representative group of 
adoptive habitats. H. virginiana 
will stand more rigorous climates 
than the other three. All witch- 
hazels are of circumspect growth 
habit; all are relatively pest- and 
trouble-free; all will grow in light 
overhead shade in ordinary soil. 
More important, they belong to 
that much neglected group of “fill- 
er" shrubs that are too often over- 
looked in favor of more formal or 
spectacular ones. 


Book note. Quite different from 
the Grehan-Rickett book is Eloise 
Reid Thompson’s “Wildflower 
Portraits” (University of Okla- 
homa Press, $15). This is really a 
picture book with more or less bo- 
tanical description (by Edna Wolf 
Miner) for each of the hundred 
species shown. The drawings are 
charming and explicit: they grow 
on you. The book will have special 
appeal for wildflower devotees 
from the Southwest. 


Fourth weekend 


Relative humidity. This is the 
phrase the weather bureau uses— 
especially to tell us how uncom- 
fortable we are during the dog- 
days of August. But the relative 
humidity of your spring garden 
outdoors and your winter garden 
indoors are as unlike (relatively) 
as the atmosphere of a steam room 
and a desert. Put another way: 
Take the summer air of the open 
garden, cool that same air to win- 
ter temperatures, then bring it in- 
doors into a room heated to the 
same temperature as the summer 
garden, and your air will now con- 
tain maybe one twentieth of the 
effective water vapor it held in the 
beginning. You may be able to 
settle for a hacking cough and 
cracks in your dining room table 
under such a desiccated condition. 
Your plants often simply curl up 
their leaves and die. Extra mois- 
ture, then, must be liberally sup- 
plied in winter-heated houses not

may affect almost any woody gar- 
den plant, but of which the worst 
are euonymus scales, oyster shell 
and San Jose); chinch bug (in- 
creasingly a temperate and warm- 
climate pest of lawns). There are 
other pests, of course. But the 
remedies that will control these 
five kinds will control most others 
that could be practically dealt 
with by the gardener himself. 

There are four insecticidal 
materials that are relatively harm- 
less, externally, to warm-blooded 
animals, and one chemical that. 
while not harmless, may be used 
sensibly to obviate the worst at- 
tacks of the insects included in the 
foregoing list. In us 
number of other ins: 
will also be affected. These ins 
ticides, in order of increa: 
icity to animals (including care- 
less people) are: rotenone (and 
its cube root derivatives, which are 
harmless except to fish) —always 
with the proviso that it be used 
fresh and in adequate concentra- 
tion; carbaryl (until the past sea- 
son or so available chiefly in the 
product bearing the brand-name 
of Sevin) ; malathion (member of 
a dangerous group of organic 
phosphate poisons, but, as formu- 
lated for gardens, surprisingly 
safe to use) ; 40 per cent nicotine 
sulphate (a deadly poison if taken 
internally, but generally nontoxic 
after use as a contact spray); 
chlordane (a cumulative poison 
of a highly dangerous sort, but the 
most effective of the lot for con- 
trolling many underground larvae 
and certain lawn pests, including 
chinch bug). 

Now for specifics: 

APHIDS, or plant lice—green, 
black, even red. These are minute 
creatures first seen, as a rule. cov- 
ering succulent plant tips and 
flower buds, where they suck juice 
Írom plant tissues and distort 
growth, destroying bloom. In those 
areas where their inroads will be 
most damaging, they may be easi- 
ly spotted by an attentive garden- 
er. They may also be easily con- 
trolled by a puff of the right dust 
Írom an inexpensive dust gun or 
a solution from a sprayer. The 
insects must be actually touched 
or covered by the chemical. Safest 
control: malathion in a cheap tin 
duster, kept just for this chemical 
in a state known as “wettable pow 
der.” The smell is foul; the poi- 
son, in spot applications, virtually 
harmless to animals. For a liquid, 
in similarly local application, use 
40 per cent nicotine sulphate. 
Aphids are likely to appear almost 
anytime during the season on al- 
most any garden plant. Roses, 
chrysanthemums, tulips are but 
three of the hundreds or more fa- 
miliar garden plants that foster an 


ing these, a 


aphid brood of their own. There 
are related sucking insects, such 
as white flies, that will be killed if 
hit by these same insecticides. 

BEETLES are legion, even the 
harmful ones. It is an oversimplifi- 
cation to pick out only a few for 
attention. But if you can control 
those on your best ornamental 
plants, you can control many oth- 
ers that may be present. Rotenone, 
again, is the safest insecticide for 
adult beetles. But not all beetles 
can be hit by rotenone as common- 
ly applied (Asiatic, oriental gar- 
den beetles and vine weevils work 
at night), and not all are killed by 
it. In concentrations of less than 4 
per cent dust (1 per cent wettable 
powder sprays). and if not fresh 
at least during the current year, 
rotenone is likely to be unavailing. 
But since it is a contact nerve poi- 
son and a stomach poison as well, 
it may catch some sucking insects 
and even the toughest of the 
“chewers” like the beetles. Carba- 
ryl may be quite effective against 
many beetles, and it is relatively 
safe to all other organisms (in- 
cluding, alas, most aphids). Mala- 
thion is next safest. And it is a real 
aphid killer. 

BEETLE GRUBS are all subject 
to control by the highly toxic re- 
sidual poison known as chlordane 
(or formulations containing tech- 
nical chlordane). The fact that 
this may be the least lethal of its 
special group is a mere quibble. 
Yet for grubs and chinch bugs in 
lawns, for the larvae of vine wee- 
vils around the roots of rhododen- 
drons and yews, there is no com- 
parably effective control. So we 
cannot, realistically, say don’t use 
it. We do say, however, use it only 
when it is necessary to save your 
lawn—or a prized plant that shows 
adult weevil or beetle damage 
(with night-feeders you can sel- 
dom be sure). Apply chlordane to 
turf late in the season, after most 
birds have gone south. And don’t 
worry too much about moles, 
skunks and raccoons. Let them 
feed somewhere else. It should be 
noted that chlordane is a herbi- 
cide, sometimes an effective pre- 
emergence crab-grass killer. But 
measure the springtime use of 
chlordane only against dire need. 
(There are better crab-grass kill- 
ers.) 

With regard to Japanese bee- 
tles in particular: whatever else 
you do or don’t do, be sure to apply 
spores of the so-called milky dis- 
ease, which will affect beetle 
grubs, increase in the soil, harm 
no other organisms and hold the 
Japanese beetle population to a 
stable minimum. Under several 
names, this material should be ap- 
plied. according to directions, to 
grass and sod areas. Use it once 
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and that's it. 

CHINCH BUC is a beetlelike 
creature, from sub-microscopic to 
Winch size, that sucks juices from 
the crowns of lawn grasses. At 
noon on a hot sunny day you will 
see the bugs if you push the grass 
blades aside at the periphery of 
suspected damage areas and look 
carefully (this is a surer test than 
any other). As noted in a pre- 
ceding paragraph, chlordane is the 
best current control. But if chinch 
bug alone is your problem, dust 
only the peripheral area where the 
bugs will work next (not grass al- 
ready dead) as soon as you are 
sure of your foe. Alas, there is no 
quicker, surer, safer control. 

LEAF MINERS seldom cause the 
death of garden plants they infest. 
But for lovers of boxwood and hol- 
lies, where clean foliage is so im- 
portant to beauty, miners can be- 
come a major enemy. Malathion 
sprays, applied when the infesta- 
tion is most pronounced in sum- 
mer, will kill many grubs that 
would cause next year's damage. 
Carbaryl may also be effective. 

SCALE INSECTS are always dis- 
figuring and may be fatal within 
five or six years to some species of 
evergreen euonymus (otherwise 
one of the most useful vines and 
groundcovers). If noticed before 
their colonies have really built up, 
most types of scale pests, whether 
with soft or hard protective coat- 
ings, can be controlled with so- 
called dormant sprays, the lethal 
effects of which will have worn off 


after the active garden season be- 
gins, or with malathion or carba- 
ryl as a follow-up to kill the emer- 
gent young. (Timing is important 
here, and worth special inquiry 
for the pest, or plant host, at 
hand.) The oil base of dormant 
sprays itself helps smother insects 
under the scales. But these are too 
strong for use after late winter un- 
less diluted according to maker's 
directions. In addition to euony- 
mus; yews, lilacs and English ivy 
are common—perhaps most com- 
mon—sufferers among ornamental 
plants. 

We may seem to be ruling out 
dusting with all-purpose formula- 
tions. So be it. So be it, also, if we 
seem to be ruling out DDT, still 
the most effective of the delayed 
action or residual poisons. (There 
are others, of course, too danger- 
ous for amateurs to handle at all.) 
We are also ignoring mites as one 
of the major garden pests, and 
avoiding reference to lindane com- 
pounds, which are usually specifics 
for mites. We do so if only because 
most mites, at least those that car- 
baryl and malathion will not con- 
trol when applied for more impor- 
tant reasons, take the familiar 
form of red-spider or gray-spider 
most often seen on needle ever- 
greens or junipers and arborvitae. 
With these, strong jets of plain 
water are most effective. 

Spraying or dusting your gar- 
den is not a matter of law; it is a 
matter of conscience, convenience 
and common sense. 
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so much to help plant roots 
that’s easy—as to improve the air 
surrounding the plants, That's 
likely to be harder. 

n living rooms, such extra 
humidity may be minimally added 
by plant trays kept filled with 
moist sand or pebbles, by frequent 
syringing of plant leaves, and, best 
of all. by special humidifying de- 
(now commonly available 
separate from complete air-condi- 
tioning equipment). In green- 
houses, where floors and plant 
benches may be hosed down daily 
if necessary, the problem of ade- 
quate humidity is less trouble- 
some. But in another way the 
greenhouse problem may be even 
more urgent than that of the living 
room window. The heat generated 
in a glass house on a cold winter 
day can reach the 80's and 90's by 
sunny noontime. The dry outside 
air thus brought in and heated may 
lose almost all the little water 
vapor it held when it was cold— 
which was little enough. Thus the 
air around your prized plants— 
those that need, say, 60 per cent 
relative humidity to do passably 
well—would be supplied with only 
3 per cent relative humidity in- 
stead. At those rates, no wonder 


vices 
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the plant tissues dry up—unless 
you do something about it. 

This is not designed to be an 
essay on air moisture, but it per- 
haps suggests-the urgency of the 
matter. Specific remedies are in 
the attentive gardener's control.

Add only that the authors 
are Henry A. Gleason, Head Cura- 
tor Emeritus, and Arthur Cron- 
quist, Curator, of the New York 
Botanical Garden. Will these 
knowledgeable men forgive us if 
we suggest this as a wondrous bed
